sonville he requested Roger C. Sullivan to 
resign his position as national committee- 
man from Illinois, giving the judge this com- 
mission in letters from Scotland, in which he 
said that Sullivan's “ corporate connegtions ”’ 
harmed the party, and that\he “ holdg his 
Office by fraud.”’ 


Sullivan Strikes Back. 

Mr. Sullivan declined, Quite naturally, and 
lost no. time in hitting back at Bryan and 
the “‘ Jacksonville cabal,’ which ia his de- 
scription of the Majority Rule league. 
Bryan's reference to the Ogden Gas com- 
pany hé tage with one concerning the Ben- 
He twits the Nebras- 
kan with free silver and he uses a club on the 
members of the ‘ cabal,’’ which he declares 
is against him because hé is an Irishman. 

This reply is addressed to the public, which 
earlier in the day had@ been given the Bryan 
letters. Te Judge Thompson for transmils- 
sion to Mr. Bryan Mr. Sullivan said: 

“Tell him any d—d thing you please, just 
as you always have done.”’ 

Now e#starte the first trouble which has 
come to jolt the otherwise smooth progress 


‘of the Bryan boom. Sullivan must contro! 


the state convention in Peoria Aug. 21 or he 
will be thrown out of his position as national 
committeeman. It is the purpose of the 
Thompson-Rainey-Dunlap democrats to un- 
seat him.

Consequences of the Letter.

Instead of returning toa pier decorated only 
with the rubicund faces of a harmoniged anc 
rejoicing democracy, Mr. Bryan ‘now ‘wi:

his admirers. He not only has hit Roger 
Sullivan, but Bullivan has hit back, and it 
does not end there. 

Taggart May Be Worrying. 

Tom Taggart and other democratic na- 
tional committeemen have reason to wonder 
when Mr. Bryan by proxy will request their 
resignations. The probable presidential nom- 
inee has started a fight which will have wider 
boundaries than those of Illinois. 

In state politics he has made it certain tha’ 
Sullivan and the same people who controlled 
the state convention two years ago — the 
“traim robbers’ convention,” of which Mr. 
Bryan eloquently spoke in the national con- 
vention—will fight for their lives to control 
the one to be held Aug. 21. 

After an interview with Sullivan at the Pail- 
mer house in the morning, when the request 
for the resignation .was made and refused, 
Judge Thompson gave out the Bryan letters, 
one being his commission to ask the national 
committeeman to step down and out and the 
other being an appeal to the illinois demo- 
crate to throw him out if he refused. 


Drawe Up Counter Blast. 

Sullivan immediately hied himeeif to the 
Sherman house with John McGillen and 
George Brennan and spent the afternoon in 
fixing out his counter blast, which was ready 
for print by 7 o'clock, In this he said, in part: 

“T have seen the letter purporting to be 
written by Mr. Bryan and I am prepared to 
accept it as genuine, although the character 
of the men whom Mr. Bryan appears to have 
chosen as his confidants is such that there 
might be serious doubts as to its authenticity. 
If the letter was written by Mr. Bryan it fur- 
nishes proof that he is mistaken again, as he 
was on the free allver question, and that he 
is wrong again, as he was when he permitted 
himself to cut so unenviable a figure as he did 
in the Bennett will controversy. 

“Tt is apparently Mr. Bryan’s misfor-

batteries of artillery from the land. 

At nightfall the firing ceased and the au- 
thorities announced the fort had been re- 
captured. 

Casualties Estimated at Hundreds, 

This is denied by agents of the revolution- 
aries here, who declare that the forte still 
arein the hands of the mutineers. 

It is impossible to get aceurate figures of 
the casualties, but the severity of the fight- 
ing and the stubborn endurance of the sol- 
dier and sailor rebels at both Skatudden and 
Sveaborg make it certain that the loss of 
life has been heavy. Some of the reports 
which have trickled through the cordon of 
soldiérs around the city place the number 
of killed at several hundred. 

Part of Gigantic Plot. 

The revolt at Sveaborg and Skatudden is 
believed to be part of a gigantic conspiracy 
aiming at the simultaneous capture of Rus- 
sia’s three great sea fortresses—Cranetadt, 
Sevastopol, and Sveaborg. 

The plot was sprung prematurely at the

Fort Russia’s Gibraltar. 

Sveaborg, the “ Gibraltar of the North,” 
is a strongly fortified town of Russian Fin- 
land, situated on seven islands in the gulf 
of Finland, tmmediately southeast of Hel- 
singfors. The islands, which are connected 
by pontoons, form the site of a fortress 
which defende the harbor of Helsingfors 
and consists of numerous military works and ) 
batteries and a military arsenal. Sveaborg 
also has an excellent harbor. 

The island of Skatudden also lies close to 
the city of Helsingfors, with which it is con- 
nected by a short bridge It is half a mile 
long and about a quarter of a mile wide, and 
ia given over entirely to the fortress. The 
government raflway from 8t. Petersburg en- 
circles the city and terminates upon Skatud- 
den island. The Skatudden fortress is about 
three miles from Sveaborg. 


LITTLE NEWS BEACHES CAPITAL. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Ang. 1, 1 a. m—No 
report of the suspension of the great revolt 
of the garrison at Sveabcrg fortress, “ the 
Gibraitar of the north,” has been received in 
&. Petereburg up to this hour. 

The last Cirect dispatch, which has just ar- 
Tived here. was ¢leven hours en route from 
Helsingfors.

Petersburg. This entails a delay of several 
hours. 

Rehels Seize All Artillery. 

The military authorities received a tele- 
gram from Helsingfors this morning from 
Maj. Gen. Laiming, announcing that the 
fortresses and artillery had opened fire on 
Commander island. The insurgents seized 
artillery, all the machine guns, and took 

possession of one of the islands. Someof the 
telegraph wires have been cut. 

Maj. Gen. Laiming added that he hiniself 
was on Commander island with four com- 

panies of the garrison and two companies of 
.gharpshooters sent from Helsingfors. He 

does not give the number of casualties. 


Premier Stolypin Alarmed. 
Premier Stolypin also has received frequent 
messages concerning the mutiny. He told 
* @ caller that the situation was critical to an 


extreme degree. Almost the entire fortress 


is in the hands of the insurgents, and there 
were comparatively few loyal troops In ..el- 
singfors. The entire socialist population is 
led by the “ Red Guard.” 

Clears Channel for Arms. 

The mutiny at Sveaborg, commonly known 
as the “ Gibrakar of the north,” is said by 
revolutionists to be part of a carefully laid 
plan: The revolutionists are badly in need of 
arme and ammunition, and one of the prin- 
cipal obstacles in the way of procuring these 
has been the difficulty of landing them. 

Several attempts to land arms on the coast 
of Finland, the only place where such a 
landing could be attempted with any ad- 
vantage to the revolutionary cause, have 
been frustrated within the last few weeks. 
With Sveaborg, which dominates the gulf 
of Finland; Helsingfors, the capital and prin- 
cipal seaport of Finland, and the railway line 
to the Rusisan. capital, the revolutionists 
would be able to establish not only a land- 
ing piace but a baseof supplies, for Sveaborg 
is able to sustain a prolonged siege from land 
and sea. 

The arsenal for the department of Finland, 
which, in all probability is well stooked with 
implemente of was, is at Sveaborg. 


Sveaborg a Powerful Fort. 

Sveaborg is perhaps the most strongly for- 

tified point on tiie Baltic. It is situated on 

seven islands in the inlet of Helsingfors and 
is only some three miles from the capital. 
The islands are connected by pontoons. The 
fortress was constructed in 1742 when Fin- 
land was a Swedish province, by Albert Eh- 
rensward, the foremost Swedish strategist 
and builder of warships of his day. 

On May 3, 1808, during the war between 
Sweden and Russia the fortress was be- 
‘trayed to Russia by Gen. Cronsta#t, the Bwe- 
Gish commander. It sustained a heavy bom- 
bardment from the Anglo-French fleet on 
Aug. 9-10, 1855. 

‘The fortress. at Skatudden, which with 
‘Sveaborg forme part of the harbor defenses 
‘of the Finnish capital, is situated in the 
harbor proper and is connected with the city 
by a bridge. It is half a@ mile long and a 
quarter of a mfie wide, and is given over en- 
tirely to the works .of fortification. The

‘BURRS BASIS OF QUARREL. 


BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT

LONDON, July 81.—The government's pro- 
posal to grant a constitution tothe Transvaal 
was the basis of bitter debates in both the 
house of lords and.the house of commons 
today, which culminated in angry accusa- 
tions of the opponents of the measure by 
its supporters. 

In the house of commons, Mr. Balfour, 
winding up for the unionists, declared the 
move to be a reckless and audacious experi- 
ment. He argued that it was too near the 
war to expect the Dutch to forget what they 
had suffered and that it was more than hu- 
i.jan nature could grant to expect them to be 
loyal.to Great Britain. He.declared an ex- 
planation of this hurried procedure was the 
government's burning desire to get rid of 
all its economic questions in South Africa 
which its rash ®ledges of a general election 
had brought upon it. 

Hoots Greet Bannerman. 

Sir Henry. Campbell-Bannerman, the pre- 
mier, answering Mr. Balfour, said that never 
in the course of his parliamentary ‘career 
had he listened to a more unworthy, mis- 
chievous, and unpatriotic speech. This reply 
was greeted with many cries by the support- 
ers of Mr. Balfour. 

Ear! Elgin, secretary for the colonies, made 
in the house of lords a statement simHar to 
that made by Mr. Churchill in the house of 
commons. Viscount Milner,.formerly gov- 
ernor of the Transvaal, gravely denounced 
the statement, declaring that the mischief 
doné by the proposals would be irretrievable. 
He added that within a year it might result 
im Great Britain losing the Transvaal. 

Boer to Be Briton’s Equal. 

Winston Churchill, parliamentary secretary 
of the colonial office, outlined the proposal. 
The constitution, he said, would extend to 
the Boers the full privileges of the English. 
All males 21 years old would be entitled 
to vote, and each district would be entitled 
to one member of parllament, who would be 
elected for five years and paid for his serv- 
ices. The constitution wouktd contain a 
clause, abrogating the Chinese labor ordi- 
nance after a reasonable time. The recruit- 
ing of Chinese labor will cease entirely on 
Nov. 15

Book of Union hacinls in Team: 


sters’ Strike Reaches the 
State’s Attorney. 


SEVERE BLOW FOR SHEA. 


Proseeution of the International 
President. Will Be: Based 
on the Document. 


Documentary evidence of the businesslike 
method of hiring and paying union sluggers, 
as practiced during the recent teamsters’ 
strike, has come into the hande of State’s 
Attorney Healy. The evidence—a book con- 
taining data bearing on such “ educational 
work ’’—will be used against Cornelius P, 
Shea and his codefendants in the cases soon 
to be heard in the Criminal court. 

The book was last in the possession of 
Michael Kelly, former president and business 
agent of the Grocery and Market Drivers’ 
union. Kelly is said to have hidden the book 
which held the vital secrets of the teamsters’ 
union. in a plano in hie house at 6348 Sixty- 
third street.. : : 

According to his story, it was stolen from 
its hiding place by burglars, who broke into 
his house some ‘weeks ago. It then fell into 


the hands of representatives of the Employ- 
ers’ association. 


Say Kelly Had Change of Heart. 


Union officials declare that Kelly had a 
strange change of heart when he suddenly 
left the ranks of his union while the team- 
sters’ strike still was in progress and became 
& special policeman to be used in quelling 
strike riots. Shortly after the close of the 
strike he left the police force and became 
a bartender in a saloon at Sixty-third street 
and Center avenue. Now he is unemployed.

Certain other changes are to be taken up 
at the joint meeting of the governor, hos- 
pital superintendents and trustees, the civil 
service commission, and others, to be held 
in October under the call and direction of 
the state board of charities. 


Changes in Nursing Service. 


“The general plan and purposes of the 
management at Kankakee were discussed,” 
said Supt. Greene after the conference. “It 
is purposed to put into operation at an early 
date a new plan for nursing and attention 
to all patients, with full night supervision 
and medical attendance. A modern patho- 
logical laboratory will be established and 
a pathologist will be selected who, in addi- 
tion to his duties as pathologist, will act as 
instructor for the staff in special methods 
of examination, case reviews, and record 
keeping. It is proposed to select a physician 
for this important position and the salary 
inducement will be sufficient to get a man of 
high attainment in this special branch of 
work. 


Training School to Be Opened. 


“A training school with a general hospital 
graduate at its head will open for work in 
September with the course strengthened and 
made to cover a period 6f three years. 

“It is hoped that by making the training 
school course strong a better class of ap- 
plicants can be secured for ward service and 
that by a system of increased pay, made pos- 
sible by economies in other directions, the 
graduates of the school may be retained in 
the service of the institution permanently.”’ 

After the conference the state board of 
charities held a short special meeting for 
the transaction of accumulated routine busi- 
ness. -

First Distribution on These Shares 
Since Dee. 30, 1903—Time for 
Equitable Trast Company Share- 
holders to Subscribe to Assets Buy- 
ing Plan Is Extended—Local Bank 
Clearings for July Inmerease 13.6 
Points Over Same Month Last Year. 


After the close of the New York stock 
Market yesterday the directors of the United 
States Stee! corporation announced a dividend 
cf 1 per cent on the common stock. This is 
the first distribution that has been made 
on that issue since Dec. 30, 19038, when \% of 
l per cent was declared. 

The action of the board of directors yes- 
térday will occasion a great deal of com- 
ment. The matter will be variously inter- 
preted, but it can hardly be safd in fairness 
that the board did not act within bounds of 
proper conservatism. While it is a fact that 
the United States Steel .corporation, when 
organized, was ‘tremendously overcapital- 
ized, its stock was bought with such en- 
thusiasm that it may be presumed there 
were a great many small investors, who, be- 
lieving the glowing predictions at that time, 
were tempted to buy the common shares for 
the percentage of yield they returned on _ 
the purchase price. These buyers of the 
stock, in view of the size of the company’s 
surplus, are merely getting a liltle some- 
thing on their holdings. 

From this point of view the action should 
Warrani approval. It is, Of course, not im- 
probable that the directors had some other 
consideration in mind than the welfare of 
the common stockholders. The men who 
control the steel corporation also engage in 
large speculative activities. That in accord- 
ance, therefore, with the action of certain 
railroads anc other corporations in increas- 
ing dividends, the steel directors took the 
step they did, should not be occasion for 
undue criticisr. The distribution is a small

Drainage Board’s Acceptance of John M.

The annual picnic of the Chicago Grocers’ and 
Butchers’ essociation will be held tomorrow, Aug.

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Of These Over 150 Are Caused by 
Violence — Street Cars and Steam 
Lives, and Suicide Is Second Cause 
in Order—Former Motormen on Po- 
lice Force to Investigate Vuture Ac- 
cidents on Traction Lines, | 


A total of 386 deaths in Chicago were in- 
vestigated by the coroner during the month 
of July. Of these over 150 were caused 
‘by violence. The traction and railroad in- 
terests combined were responsible for forty 
fatalitie The next in order of magnitude 
was suicide, with thirty-three victims on its 


roll, 

During the month twenty-four persons 
were drowned and three were killed by diving, 
while but one death was charged to the 
automobile. In the month previous the auto- 
mobile killed five, while only seven were 
drowned. The increase in Growning is 
charged by the coroner to the fact that bath- 
ing beaches were open during the entire 
month of July, while some of them were 
closeg In the first half of June. 

The month of July also had more murders, 
the figures showing fourteen, against eleven 
for June. The number of homicides for the 
corresponding months last year was nineteen 
and thirteen. 


Fourth of July in the List. 


The fourth of July shows prominently in 
the death list, with eleven due to tetanus, and 
seven of these were caused by toy pistols, 
cannon crackers, and blank cartridges. 

With those who committed suicide the fa- 
vorite method apparently was shooting, with 
fourteen deathg, while poisoning was a close 
second, ten persons having killed themselves 
in that manner. 

The street car deaths numbered eighteen, 
and of these eight were passengers and ten 
pedestrians; not one was an employé. The 
railroads, which were responsible for twenty- 
two deaths, killed one passenger and ten’*pe- 
destrians, while eleven employés are included 
in the list. Of those who were reported killed 
by the street cars two were brushed off by 
wagons, four were crushed between cars, 
four were killed while Jumping on or off cars, 


killed by being run down and three of thege at 
crossings. 


Police Experts toInvestigate. 


As a result of the large number of street 
car accidents Mayor Dunne ordered that po- 
licemen remain on all cars which have figured 
in accidents until they reach the car barns 
and ¢an be examined by ex-motormen, who 
are snow on the police force and who will 
make their headquarters at Chief Collins’ 
office for such emergencies. 

According to the mayor’s plan, after an 
accident has occurred, the nearest police- 
man will get a list of witnesses and all in- 
formation, as they do now, and will then 
stay on the car until it can be examined by 
one of the motormen-policemen. In this 
way a complete report of any mechanical 
defects on the car can be ascertained.
